(US 200300401 88 A1 ) teaches away from the claimed limitation of chemical mechanical planarizing the layer comprising copper and the 
barrier layer on a single soft polishing pad, Applicant is reminded of the following: In Figure 7 of Hsu et al., the polishing step of 750 meets 
the claimed limitation - it removes both the second conductive material and barrier layer at the same polishing station, that being the 
second polishing station, thus using a single soft pad. Applicant is further reminded that claim 1 is in "comprising the steps of language 
and therefore the initial step of polishing at a first polishing station (Figure 7, 710) by Hsu et al. would still meet the claim language. 
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
